A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the inten/iew.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an Interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the Interview as 
warranting ^orable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity fbr reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the German reference, with Mr. Ramik presenting the 
argument that the reference teaches away from the use of a plug in combination with the fabric. IHowever, the examiner 
feels strongly that with the teaching of the plug in AAPA. one of ordinary skill in the art would not have removed it from 
the screw fastener, but would simply have wrppaed the fabric around the plug. This point was already made in the 
FINAL rejection (see "Response to Arguments").
